headd the Damocles^ sword of atarvationj provsiits them from 
becoming the fat, idle, fellows they would surely b* if tho 
capibsLibt waa n^t there lo rob them. 

Tke Hkabon Wff¥, 

I'hey Laugh best who Isugh last. At the ticne of ihs nuppreg- 
aion of the Anarchist Congress in Parisj Jnureg aed Lie huneh- 
moDj as also a section of the Frtncli prete, amused themselvea 
with gibes at the axpenao of the promolers of the coiigi'ca*, 
which they Abated had never been proolaimed by pnlicii or 
EOTerument: the ADarcblsu had eimply kuuckkd uuder to 
the fr-owQ of a police guperinteudont. On Noveiuber Sth^ 
Depnty Clovis Hugut^s iut-erpellsted the Chamber in tho 
ioteregts of fair play sud juaticc. ''Why had the Intern^tioual 
Worhiogmeu^a Congress been forbidden to asiienible? He was 
not so Anarchist himself, but he wag for giving them the-liberty 
to which all were entitlecl. What harm could their congress 
have done?^^ He reminded VValdcck-Kousaeau of the time 
when he needed, sud was gUd of the support of AuarchLsta, Ho 
fsil-ed to underetsud why The govvrumsnt ahonid not object bo 
their co-operation cue day and stamp upon them the ne^L I'he 
Minister's ^eplj settled ihe qnestioo as regarded the Buppres- 
sion of the ccngreas by the goveraTnentv “ Tha Ooveruoient 
had acted legally nod regularly iq forbidding the aBsembling of 
the Workingmen^s Congress^ as the Anarchist programme 
would have been davaloped st it. Ho cq,uld easily raise tlie in^ 
dignation of the members before him by showiug the lauj^^uage 
that had btmu held—not at this congress, for fortuuarely they 
had been able to prevent it—but at simiLar reuDii’uia. 11c did 
not much like acting as he had done but he and his collL'iiguos 
hud applied the law^ such eis it stchvdj under swell circuinjiunices 
that had they acted otherwise the governumnt would ill 

understood its duty to I'^rance and else where . Ajb for liijjiqcir, 

nothing would have induced hiin 10 risk the slightest moral 
Complicity in the di^ourgEfS that would haV# taken pla^-c; there¬ 
fore the law was applied." This ended the incident ao far ag 
the Chamber wag concerned. We do not think it has ended it 
10 far ag the Anarchists are Conc&rnod. If the Anarchists of 
other nations follow the spirited os ample of the Spanish feder¬ 
ation now forming and the rebult becomes an Inttrrnatloiial 
Union there may ho merry tiiue5 in storo for thu Ministers who 
stamp npon us today. MeunwiiiliJ we hope our French comrade! 
will supply M. Waldecli-liocis&au with a prescutatioa copy of 
the Eepurts when printed in volume form. 'J'he perusal temy 
soothe hia moral susctpiiLiliriei. As for the “Anarchist pro- 
grsmrae," we pity the irtciiiber of any governm&ut who thinks 
that a kick will kill ic; at leiat thia particular kick hat set the 
ball rolling.

EfJuge and emperora efaeuld not be indigiieiit when Buch mTjrdera ea 
thoae ^ Alexanner 1L or Hu irbort occur ; but ahould, on the contreryp 
be j^urpriaed that suvh murdeta are 90 rarep ooneidertDg the oontinual 
and nuiTensal example of committing imirdor they themielvee aet the 
people. 

The people on me^eo are so well hypnetiaed that they aee what paBBee 
before their eyes without undei^tandiug its B%niEcatiDn. They aee 
how much care i* taken by kings, emperorSp and praaEdanta for the 
dtBcipliiie of the troopts; they watch the reviewep meaeanvireap and 
pATBuetf which are organ ieed by the funner^ and about which they 
boast to each other ^ they Ttm to see their brothant dad in braided and 
motley coaCumea, the DOt^tuinefli of ciowniL, transform tfaemaalTBa at the 
eound of trumpet and drum iihto machinea executing fe aimultoueOuft 
movemabt-at the oominnud of a singla man and they do not underatAiid 
what it moEoe. And ^et the meaning of those maj^mufree very oiean 
they are nothing but preparetian for mutdor. 

It IB to lull mao to sleep in order to make them iusbrUmento for mur¬ 
der. And those v^ho do Jt^ who direct these preparaClonap who are 
proud of it^ aire hingSp ompororaaTid preaidentaL Aud is it thsee whOp 
entirely QPGopj'ing themselves with in ardor* making a speoutlity of itf 
alwa>'e weaiung miiitnry uniformB and niurderous SWorde at their aidesi 
are shocked and indignant when it ia one of themselvua who falls 

If tho re^lddae cemmit murdar under the induenoe of their feeling 
of indigestion evoked by witnessing tho auSaringa of the enslaved pooplOp 
for which suderinga they hold AloKftJid-er Il.p Ga^^ot^ or Humbert rea- 
ponaible, or by the paraonal feeliag cf desire for reVengB, howover im- 
mon^ such peraon's conduct tnay be^ still it is oouaptehonsible; but bow 
can on organised b^y of A^arohisto* by whom, 04 it is now roportod, 
Bre^i was sact out, and by whom auotlior omperor woe thrCatonedp 
how can itp quietly considering means of imprommant cl the condition 
of the peOplop hud nothing bettor to do than to murder people^ the kil' 
ling of whom is 04 useful as ctiUiog off one of the Hy(iire''fl hea^ f 

The faing^ and empercre have l«ng sinee estoblishad among ihemselTea 
ojl organisation onalogcuB to the mschoniem of those guna where one 
eheii as aoon nS ffred ia leptaced by another^ The king ia dead ; long 
live the kit^! theUp kill him ? 

It is only to a supei hcUL observer that the m urdar of these men can 
Beam a means of aalvatioii from the oppm^siOEt and wars which C4rry off 
hujjjon lives. 

It ia auificient to bilng to remembrance that these Oppresaione aud 
waTi; take pliAce- inde^udentLy of those men who are at the head of the' 
gcvornmont—Nieholii 9 or Alexander, Fiederick or Wiitiam, Napoleon 
or Louie, Palmer srton ov GLadatone, McKinley or tome oLlier^to under¬ 
stand that it ix not such or ouch persona who cau«e opprmuan and war 
from which the people suffsr. 

Tlie misery of the people ie OOt csi-uead by indiTiduals, but by an order 
of toeiety by which they are bou nd together in a way that puts tham in 
the power (k a fow, or mors often one mm ; ft man ao dapravect by his 
UTinatiiral poaition of having the fate and lives of millicDB of poopJe in 
hia power that he ie olwaya in an unbaalthy state, aud sufleiing 
at le^ froni a nuinia cf self-aggrariditomaDt^ which is Dot nutioed in 
him only because of hia exceptional pofljtton. 

Even without speaking of the fact that froni their very childhood 
until their death thes^i men ara surrounded by th-e most foolith Luxury 
and a Constant atmosphere of llos and Dattery ; theii* whota education, 
all tho iDsti'uction which they nwaive^ is reduced to this aiugle subject: 
to ssudy pabt murdeis, the best meana of the present time to murder 
and the b^t way to pLicpare for future murder. From their ^ildhood 
they are taught muider under evei'y posaihle form ; th^y alwaye woar 
inati uUJUD-ta for murder—awoirdg ou-u sabres—they dress in different 
unitoi-me, have raviewa^ paradea. manoeLLvrrt^ pay each other viaii*, pro- 

aeiit ooch other with daoorations and regiments, and not only do not 

fi;nd a single man to call thcto tltinga hy [heir real name, to toll them 
that it ia criminal and ebameful to occupy themeelves with preptiq-atlona 
For mutderp but on the contrury they See only enthuhija^m on all feddwL 
Crowds cf peopls aro always running in the btreeto every time they go 
OMt, at each of their reviewK, giecttng them with enthuBiiieuk; audit 
Boems to tlLOiu that it is the whole people which U evpresbiug ith approvBl, 

Thevefoie, it is not necs^sary to kill Alexandete nbd NicliolAsw* 
WilliaUis and HumbertK, huC only to le^ve off bupportiog the social 
oObditioD of which they ate the product. It is the selfiabne^ aitd sLit- 
pehed atate of the people who eeil their fieedoDI aud their honor lor

^naignifioaut material advantagee, which aupporta the present atate oF 
society. 

The penona who have a low place on tlie toobl ladder, brutalised aa 
they are by a patriotic and pseudo-raligiou* oducfttioii, and iocitad on 
the other h^d by their petoonal interest, cede their- liberty and liumftn 
dignity to bhoos who are placed higher than theuiselvss and who offer 
to bhem material advauto^ in exchan^. Thuae who ant pkeSNl on a 
Bomewhat higher stop, End theiDselviH io the same eituation; uuder the 
luffueDPe of their brutish ncHfl and especially in view of the material pi O- 
fftA they 'Cede their liberty and dignity in the same -way to the othora. 
It ia the eams with those who hold a atoll higher plBCi!-* and SO it eon- 
tjEmes to bhe highest plocM—until we come le the persons or person at 
the top of the l^der. He has nothing more to aequirei^ ia only inQu- 
ODtod by one lingle motive- ambition and levs of power; he is mostly 
no demcmilifieid and brutalieed by hie power of life aud d-umth over Others 
and the HatLery ftbd the vaporiug with -which lie Ifl S-urtOlindod that, 
while incoesADUy doing evil, he ieootiviQced of achieving the welfare of 
humftuity. 

It is the nationB thomBelvea who, aaca-iEcing their dignity to KuetoriAl 
proEta, produce these men incapable of acbiug other wj^ than th^y do; 
and the people get angry when these men cemieit stupid and bod acts. 
To kill them is the sadac os first to spoil a child and afterwards to bejit 
it. 

In order to have no more oppression, no mnra uunecesniry Wfl?, in. 
order that nobody ehould think of becoming nHlignaht at thofio ^vho 
eeeui rsSponsIble and of killing thsm, hut little !*Ooms to be needed. 
It will boeuffldentthftt men undwstojod the thiugH ns they me aud call 
them by thoir real name, that they know the army to be an inslI-ULUONt 
of murder, and that the act of mustering aud diiectlDg it—04 1*^ done 
hy kings, emparore an^d presiJento with bu much self-confidence—in a 
preparation to murderr 

It will be euEOedout that every king, every emperor or president, Lin- 
deirStAnds that hia pewit in which he ia charged to coulmftnd tho tr4>op>i 
i* not an important and honorable post, aS tho flatterer* want to make 
him beljeva ; but that it ia low and degrading- It will he aufticient 
that 6veiy honest man iiodereUndB that the parent cf taxen u-ied for 
the uiftiuteuanoo ami aiming of Ecldiers—and, eapecialty, pBrsOti-nl mtlj- 
taiy service—are not indifferent acta, but at on™ w-jehcd ftlid ^lawieful; 
because ho who cornmita thotn, JiOt only permits mnrHfii'. but hiiasalf 
participator in it. Thou the power of kinE^ fimpcTora and prealdenta, ft 
pow-er which arouF^ our- indignatonn and for which they are aumetlutOS 
killed> will die oat of itnelf. 

If men do not yet act in thi* manner* it is only becaiL^ of the hyp¬ 
notic inHuflnee governfor eeSf-ptwervation ae diligently exercise 
OD them. ThereforA we can contribute towards htopping people killing 
kings aad ueh other, not by murder, mui'dere only etrcugtiien thid 
hypnotic atate, but by awakening ftoln it. 

This is what I have aitompted to do m thta short articie.

Lcokiug hack on the year that ie about to end, my impttASion is that 
the progress of AnOi'ohlt^nJn on the whole, haA been A iffci'n*Eii!Ll one; vrhilst 
rsoelion, on the contrary, ia gi-owing in an itHnoi-mftl d^^ree, iihiporbiliig as 
it were wha.t only a fa-w years ago wgell |jeliev**iil weredcflnitL-ly won for 
humanity aud fraeflom. It is to admit thiiE the infi'iftiuifl events 
which foim tlie main part of thi^ yeAi‘'& hittoi-y did nrit- with tbe ex- 
oeption oF Brewl's act — produce actlona Or evt-n impetuonsly espre^s^ 
fe*lii1gs of protest, either from AnarChiMl* oi- the erploitcd mft&fes 10 
gcnei-al to any apprecLable ftstofit. They were treated -tuore or fl-* 
ordinary evanto, the suhijeet of a few ap^eohea or articles or leftllcti and 
there tha iDfttter ondcd. 

Only a yesT or two ego we sa-w ftlmostl^ll whom we consider uS fl ieiida 
of fir«^oui take ftu OltBr^tic, oftoo papfiionnte pait in the stiug^de 
against mnitoriSEU and dot-icetisEU in connectioi] with t|io J!>reyfus case 
in France. This yoai-, the infinitely greaLei-nliJ vjkr ci-Ejucs and liOI - 
rore in the South African RepuLlLca and id t^htna fijjd us. alui'UK.t lpu.'t;k 
rtjid void of apEi'it; tine stilts, whiuh the Paii i.s woE-ki-i^ cflcOtivoly pio- 
■bected for thcmscLveS ngftin«t the KatLonalL>t cud Clcj-j^:il umb, liehnig 

to malhckiiig” brutoe fkow. Many ceitoitily did thpir best to 
this turreiit of celloLLS brutality ■ hut the icHUtunse reiiL-i'vc fonOts that 
would have been necesaai-yj tha latoht st 3 -e:..gTla, the iLih-tiiiclive I'^vt^lc 
upon which one fancies ft good wuso can count—-where have they been f 
Where Ai-e spcmtonCCUB geilOtoflityn oiiLbniats of indignation thatawcep 
away the pcrpotratorfl of infamous acts ? The tdine for all this BCmis 
gona ; we simply read of these horrors, Diftko our little eomenfiDte on 
them, and that is all. 

Pa.rllftlB.entarUin, hy the way, mufit leeem mote supei-fluoua noW thftn 
it ever wae Oovernments have quite adopted the practice of tiaking 
their moat imporbint and in-clUvdiHhLa stepfl when Parliament ie fWi as- 
OOIubled^ FuraxftiBplei Biitish govei-nment forcing th( Tia.uflViaal to 
war and the German govej-nuient, in the aummsr of ISKKI, entoi ing 
upon the Cliiri-fcW war. They know that they hftve only to enter UpOD 
a war to he quite a4ii.urEd of their fluijoiity in ftny oaae, and of the elect¬ 
ors too> a^ the loift general election amply proved. And they ^may well 
laugh at the so CiLriei.1i ptogi efl^jive piii-tiea on parLiftm-eotory lines, who 
oppose Ui this oollap^e w p«rliaEnentarLam nhd triumph of ehsolutism 
nothing hut u propubul of tinkering a little with the politie.il mechini.-jy 
(ae the }>ite Dt^mocaatic Conveution in LiJLdon did).
